Regular  Meeting  of  the  Township 

Committee. 

In  the  absence  of  Chairman  Thomas 
Oakes,  Comiumitteeman  Stanford  Fat- 
rand  was  chosen  to  pi  eside  over  the  trans¬ 
actions  of  the  Township  Committee  on 
Wednesday  night.  After  disposing  of  the 
police,  fire  and  poor  bills,  the  Committee 
gave  a  hearing  to  Mr.  Charles  Nash  and 
Mr.  Frederick  «  url  who  desired  to  enter 
a  protest  against  the  construction  of  a 
siding  by  the  Orange  A  Bloomfield  Street 
Railway  Company  opposite,  their  resi¬ 
dences  on  Broad  street.  Mr.  Nash  cited 
the  annoyances  to  which  lie  had  been  sub¬ 
ject  to  when  the  Newatk  A  Bloomfield 
SU-H>t  Railway  ran  iU>  cai-d  along  Frank¬ 
lin  street  with  a  hiding  adjoining  Ids  resi¬ 
dence.  He  had  been  compelled  to  go  out 
in  the  night  and  disperse  crowds  that 
gathered  along  his  fence.  Ini  his  estima¬ 
tion  the  siding  was  a  nuisance  so  close  to 
private  residences,  and  he  thought  the 
Committee  might  request  the  Company  to 
put  it  in  some  other  place  where  it  would 
not  annoy  privute  families.  A  lengthy 
discussion  followed,  participated  in  by 
all  the  members  of  the  Committee  pres¬ 
ent  assisted  by  the  Town  Couns  I.  Mr. 
Nash  was  informed  that,  according  to  the 
ordinance,  the  Committee  had  no  power 
to  dictate  where  the  sidings  should  be 
placed.  The  ordinance  only  stipulated 
the  minimum  distance  they  should  be 
apart.  The  Committee  i  ad  gone  over  the 
ground  in  company  with  and  at  the  re¬ 
quest  of  the  railway  officials  and  desig¬ 
nated  tlie  points  where  sidings  could  be 
placed  witii  the  least  inconvenience  to  the 
public  Mr.  Freeman  stated  that  the  or¬ 
dnance  had  been  presented  for  public  in- 
-peclion  and  discussion  at  a  town  meet¬ 
ing  h.-fore  granting  the  franchise  and 
and  these  objections  would  have  been  in 
order  at  that  time.  Mr.  Farrand  said 
that  the  who  e  line  of  road  had  been  laid 
according  to  the  suggestions  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee.  To  alter  one  point  would  necessi¬ 
tate  an  alteration  along  the  whole  line. 
The  special  rails  for  sidings  had  been 
made  to  conform  to  the  points  designated. 
Mi .  Cook  was  of  the  opinion  that  it  would 
be  impossible  to  indicate  where  sidings 
should  be  placed  without  giving  offence 
to  some  one.  The  Committee  had  acted 
to  the  best  of  their  judgment,  after  giv¬ 
ing  the  matter  due  consideration.  Mr. 
Dodd  did  not  consider  it  necessary  to 
makecliaitges.  The  Town  Counsel  th  ught 
that  tlie  annoyances  complained  of  by  Mr. 
Na'h  as  being  liable  to  occur  could  be 
prevented  by  the  police.  Messrs.  Nash 
and  Carl  then  took  their  leave  and  made 
way  for  Mr.  Sigler,  who  desired  to  make 
an  appeal  to  the  Committee  to  spare  one 
i.f  tlie  venerable  elms  at  the  junction  of 
Franklin  Road  and  Broad  street  M  . 
Sigler  said  that  by  a  slight  deviation  to 
the  eastward  the  centre  one  of  the  three 
tiees  ordered  to  be  cut  down  could  easily 
lie  passed  by  the  horse-cars  and  the  tree 
leH  standing.  Mr  Freeman  said  that 
complaints  had  been  mad o  to  him  ahout 
tlie  trees  some  time  ago,  and  lie  asked  the 
counsel  wnal  the  township  liability  would 
be,  in  case  by  accident  a  driver  collided 
with  the  tree  and  sustained  Injury  to  him¬ 
self,  horse  or  vehltde.  The  counsel 
thought  the  town  would  have  to  pay  dam¬ 
ages.  The  matter  was  referred  to  Mr. 
Dodd,  of  Road  Committee,  who  will  con 
suit  with  the  railway  officials  and  see  if 
ti  e  desired  tree  can  lie  spared. 

Mr.  William  Wyman,  whose  residence 
is  on  the  corner  of  Warren  and  Broad 
streets,  furnished  the  Committee  with  in¬ 
formation  regarding  a  nuisance  that  he 
was  subjected  to  and  which  he  wanted 
the  Committee  to  abate  if  possible.  Ben¬ 
edict  Roll,  a  dairyman,  drove  his  herd  of 
cattle  along  Watren  street,  passing  Mr. 
Wyman’s  residence,  to  the  brook  where 
they  were  watered.  The  cows  wi-re  al¬ 
lowed  to  graze  along  the  road.  To  this, 
Mr.  Wyman  had  no  objection,  but  he  did 
object  to  the  filthy  condition  of  the  side¬ 
walk  fronting  his  property,  caused  bj  the 
c  ti  I.*  passing  to  and  fro.  Mr.  Higler  and 
Mr  lUwson  both  testified  to  the  fact  that 
tl.o  mutter  sunken  of  by  Mr.  Wyman  was 
an  insiifb-r  title  nuisauce  and  ongiit  not  to 
bo  i  ei  tiled.  Mr.  Farrand  stated  that  lie 
was  in  n  jH'sition  to  sympathize  with  Mr. 
W>  mutJ  as  he  was  inflicted  with  a  similar 
nuisance.  Town  Counsel  read  a  copy  of 
res.,  idiot  s  that  he  had  prepared  especial¬ 
ly  i„.ariiig  on  the  subject  of  cows,  horses, 
swi  .i-  sheep,  etc.,  running  at  large,  pas¬ 
tor:  n 4  mi  public  highways,  or  tramping 
on  privi  to  pioperty.  The  question  waa 
raised,  ns  to  whether  the  resolution  would 
off'  ct  p.  i  sons  driving  their  cattle  to  and 
f i , .

That  ii  shall  be  lawful  for  au«  person 
to  drive  *r  convey  to  the  Public  Pound  of  the
